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Stark lines are broken and the businesslike hulk of the Engineering Building becomes a 
crazy sunny reflection on the imperfect glass windows of the Students’ Union Building. 


PROPOSALS SOUGHT FOR 
TELEVISION CREDIT COURSE 


The Radio-Television Committee of the 
General Faculties Council is inviting proposals 
for an experimental television credit course. 
With adequate evaluation, the course is 
intended to show whether it is desirable to 
|introduce more television credit courses at 
‘this University. 

The course, which must be an integral 
part of the curriculum and worth full credit 
towards a degree program, will feature the 
presentation of material over open and closed 
circuit television and complementary means 
of instruction organized around the 
presentation. 

The chief purpose of television credit 
courses is wider accessibility to students than 
can be provided by the usual on-campus 
courses. Some of the side benefits include 
well-organized presentation of lecture 
materials for large group instruction; 
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utilization of the best teacher available for all 
students; the division of multi-section courses 
with large enrolments into small groups with 
person-to-person contact; more individualized 
learning as a result of instructors and assistants 
having been freed for more teacher-student 
contact; an opportunity to review visual 
materials presented in the lecture; and 
alleviation of room shortage for large groups. 


The proposed experimental course will 
be a half-year course repeated once to 
incorporate changes arising from student 
and instructor feedback. It will be offered 
as an alternative to a regular course to 
provide for students’ free choice and for a 
basis for adequate comparison. 


Some independent agency such as 
Administrative Data Processing or Institutional 
Research and Planning will be involved in 
the program from planning stages through 
presentation. The agency will serve as a 
built-in evaluator and will present information 
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on which to base any reorganization of the 
course for the second presentation. 

Those making course proposals should 
try to select courses which lend themselves 
to television presentation and which have a 
maximum appeal to potential students. 
Approval for offering a television credit 
course should be given by the department 
organizing the course, the faculty, and the 
Radio-Television Committee. 


The suggested form of the course would be 
bi-weekly half-hour television programs, 
regular radio rebroadcasts of audio parts of 
the program, small group seminars, and 
regular question periods on radio for 
discussion of course material between students 
and instructors. Telephone consultation would 
be arranged with the instructor or teaching 
assistants. Videotaped lectures and all other 
materials would be provided at learning centres 
on campus; books on the course reading list 
would be made available at the University 
and at community centres, schools, and 
public libraries in outlying centres. 
Arrangements for home assignments, papers, 
and examinations would be made by 
correspondence. 


Course content would be the exclusive 
right and responsibility of the department 
organizing the program though it is hoped 
that the presentation would involve feedback 
from other departments and faculties as well. 
Technical and professional considerations 
would be the responsibility of the producer- 
director, who should be involved as early as 
possible in the planning stage to advise on 
the feasibility of certain aspects of the course.

SCIENTIFIC CO-OPERATION 
BETWEEN CANADA AND FRANCE 


An agreement on scientific co-operation 
has been concluded between the National 
Research Council of Canada (NRC) and 
France’s Centre National de la Recherche 
Scientifique (CNRS). This agreement will 
come into effect on June 1, 1971, and will 
enable laboratories and research groups 
belonging to or associated with the CNRS 
and those belonging to NRC or invited as 
participants by NRC to collaborate on 
research problems. 

The initial programs are expected to be 
established by the Council and CNRS 
before June 1. Both NRC and CNRS wiil 
make $30,000 available annually to scientists 
from the other country, this sum to cover living 
expenses as specified in the agreement. 

Each research program submitted is to 
detail: the exact nature of the proposed 
research; the participating research teams; 
the distribution of work among the participants; 
the expected cost of the program; and the 
expected time period for which the 
co-operation will be needed. 

Canadian scientists and organizations 
interested in proposing a research project in 
which the CNRS would collaborate should 
submit their applications, taking into

ACQUISITION OF COMPUTER FACILITIES 


Proposals were approved setting more 
explicit terms of reference for the General 
Faculties Council Computer Facilities and 
Policy Committee. The changes are intended 
to provide better co-ordination of the 
acquisition of computer facilities. 

Under the new terms of reference, all 
purchases or rental of equipment on campus 
which may be used for remote access to 
Computing Services or Administrative Data 
Processing facilities, or to prepare input for or 
process output from these facilities will be 
requested from and reviewed by either 
Computing Services or Administrative Data 
Processing. The purpose of the review would 
be to determine if the same degree of service 


provided by the equipment could be obtained 
more economically by other means. In the 
case of equipment to be purchased with 
University funds Computing Services or 
Administrative Data Processing could refer 
the request to the Committee if more 
economical means are possible, in which case 
the onus falls on the computing service 
concerned to demonstrate the more economical 
means. The Committee’s decision on 
acquisition of the equipment would be final. 

In the case of telecommunications 
equipment, unit record equipment, and 
terminals, the order for the equipment would 
be placed by Computing Services or 
Administrative Data Processing, who would 
pay for, and in turn bill for the equipment 
at full cost. Installation of this equipment 
would be arranged by Computing Services or 
Administrative Data Processing in co- 
operation with the relevant department. 

Regarding the rental or purchase of 
computing equipment on the campus generally, 
the Committee will be fully informed of all 
proposed acquisition of computing equipment 
and associated telecommunication, interface, 
and data recording and transcription equipment 
on campus. Proposals for acquisition of such 
equipment will be forwarded to Computing 
Services, who in turn will summarize the 
information for the Committee. 

The Committee will have the right to 
recommend to the central administration that 
the equipment be purchased, not be purchased 
or that alternative equipment or services be 
used. It could make alternate recommendations 
only if the same degree of service could be 
provided more economically by other means or 
if acquisition of the equpiment can be shown 
to be unnecessary or wasteful.
